- vote during the March 19 council 
session and was followed by 
widespread objections from business 
operators and others affected by the 
bill, including ministers and nurses and 
others in the medical field. 

As the first item of business in a 
yegular City Council session, the mayor 
read a veto message in which he said 
that the licensing bill as it was then 
drawn ‘imposes license fees on wage 
earners in addition to businessmen.” 

The mayor’s veto message said: 
~.“T have decided to veto the licensing 


ordinance and J am requestiong the city 
inspector to prepare a new or- 
dinance for submission.-Our present 
licensing ordinance needs updating 
both from the categories covered and 
the license fees charged. However, the 
proposed ordinance that I am vetoing 
imposes license fees on wage earners in 
addition to businessmen and in this 


inflationary time creates hardships. 


“Since I'do.not possess the power of 
an amendatory veto to exclude these 
classes of licensees, I am compelled to 
veto the entire ordinance, I ask that you 
concur in this entire matter.” 

Council members — approved 
unanimously a motion by Alderman 
Michael Modrusic to concur in the veto.

The board’s action was despite a 
statement by Raymond Freeark, at- 
torney for Local 743 of the American 
Federation of Teachers, that the 
dismissal of teachers, including 
tenured teachers, is ‘‘tearing your 
faculty apart and destroying the 
morale of the teachers. It cannot help 
but having a negative effect on the 
teaching function of the teachers.” 

Freeark said the salaries of the 15 
teachers represent far léss than one 
percent of the district’s $20 million 
annual budget, and the negative effects 
of the dismissals far outweigh the 
financial benefits. 


“You got trouble, right here in 
Granite City. The district needs peace. 
The teachers need peace. The teaching 
requires it,” Freeark stated at the 
public hearing. : 

Superintendent of Schools B.J. Davis 
told the gathering, “My unhappy task 
this evening is to recommend to the 
Board of Education the honorable 
dismissal of certain teaching staff. My 
recommendations are based upon 
enrollment .projections for the 1980-81 
school year.” 


Davis said the state law requiring 


notification of teachers*to be dismissed 
60 days before the close of the school 
year necessitates honorable dismissal 
of teachers who are likely to be rehired. 
“Teachers who resign or retire are not 
required to act until usually June-30; 
and, of course; we will not know our 
actual enrollment until next Sep- 
tember. 4 
“It is indeed unfortunate that this 
type of statutory schedule exists; 
because it is disruptive of teacher 
morale, but we must abide by the law, 
despite its harmful effects,”’ he added. 
He also said the dismissals were 
those with the lowest seniority, except

in areas where Special qualifications 
were needed, such as in special 
education. 

Freeark’s statement at the public 
hearing followed Davis’ remarks 
Freeark said he filed a lawsuit against 
the school district because the teachers 
“could not imagine any basis for ‘these 
layoffs,” and wanted to see if there 
were more funds available to retain the 
teachers. 

After three days of discovery 
hearings, the teachers concluded 
“there is no economic justification, in 
our opinion, for the dismissals,” 
Freeark stated 

He also contended the district has 
consistently, over the last five years, 
budgeted about $1 million more than it 
has spent and has projected fund 
deficits far higher than the actual 
deficits were. 

When tax anticiption warrants have 
been issued, the district had other ir- 
vestments more than sufficient to cover 
the borrowing, Freeark said. He noted 
that one year, the district borrowed 
$1,640,000 for a short period and paid 
about $15,000 in interest. However, 
investments in other funds, including 
the ¢ontingency fund, during. that 
period yielded $71,361, he contended 

“we do not consider that a serious 
economic problem. The district made 
substantially more on its investments 
than it paid in short-term borrowing 

“| ‘think the average citizen and 
average teacher believe that if you 
have $1 million borrowed at one bank 
and $1 million invested in another bank, 
you are not in serious financial con- 
dition,” he added: 

He ‘also noted that the $900,000 to 
$1,200,000 the district projects it will 
borrow at the end of this fiscal year is a 
“substantially smaller” amount that in 
previous fiscal years. A memo from 
‘Tully A. Heubner, director of business 


affairs for the school district, to the- 


administrators confirmed that the 
district expects to be in better financial 
condition at the end of this fiscal year 
than in previous years, Freeark said. 

He said he reviewed the district's 
projections of the amount of state aid it 
will receive in the next fiseal year and 
then contacted the office of the state 
superintendent of public instruction 
(OSPI). While the district estimated it 
would receive from $8,765,716 to 
$9,806,000, according to which formula 
is selected by the legislature, the 
figures the OSPA gave Freeark ranged 
from $9,130,595 to $10,450,048. 

The differences between the school 
district's estimates of state aid income 
and the figures obtained by Freeark 
were more than enough to pay the 
salaries of the 15 teachers, the attorney 
contended 

He concluded by saying that the 
district has a two-year working 
agreement with the teachers and 
dismissal of any of the teachers could 
be construed as violating the terms of 
the agreement. 

“The contract calls for 630 teachers 
in the district...and we agreed that 
might be reduced by natural attrition 
only. The teachers were not very happy 
with the first year of the two-year 
contract, but they are going to live with 
it, because that's what they agreed to. 
We think the school district should do 
the same thing,” he said. 

School Board Members. disagreed 
with Freeark’s contention that a 
lawsuit.was required before the district 
would open its financial books to the 
teachers. ‘‘The books have always been 
open to the public,” Board Member 
Steve Saltich stated 

Board Member: Monroe Worthen 
contended Freeark’s ures on the 
district’s net worth included taxes 
which had not yet been received and 
could not be counted, ‘It is an illusion, 
since all those receivables cannot be 
collected for a year and a half, Worthen 
said. 

Freeark contended, ‘‘That’s why the 
state lets you anticipate (borrow) 
Those taxes are as good as gold.” He

million’ worth i borrowing power in

Board Member David Partney stated, 
“You don’t look at our school district as 
siness. We and the public do. 

We are one of the largest employers 
in Granite City. We have to anticipate 
laying off teachers, whether we will or 
not.

Bill Smithson, a citizen in. the 
audience, addrdssed the board, saying 
he wonders wh@ther the teachers ‘are 
on edge and nefvous because they are 
afraid the educational system will be 
harmed or only |their own livelihoods.” 
He said other |workers worry about 
keeping their |jobs. “Why not the 
teachers too? 

“It seems to me the real purpose of 
building and maintaining these schools 
is not to provide jobs. The education of 
the children comes first 

“State law ig hampering the board 
from maintaining local control. 1 
believe the decision should be up to the 
board and the] board ‘should explain 
more. to the pyblic on its decision,” 
Smithson concluded 

Harold Baker, attorney for the school 
board, concluded the hearing. He said 
some financial records, including the 
audit, were not given to the teachers 
simply because, ‘They didn’t come get 
them.’? When documents were 
requested, some were given to the 
teachers before they even had been 
shown to the boi he said. “They had 
it before you did,” he told the‘board 
members. 

He also said he did not feel the 
teachers have p right to- criticize the 
budget or its preparation because at the 
public hearing pn the budget, ‘None of 
them were there to complain." 

said the fudits of the district’s 
one df the finest accounting 
the state showed the books for 
the last several years have been a 
curate. ‘‘There|hasn’t been one critical 
comment by aie (the auditors) in the 
past five $ on the books of Mr 
Heubner’s budgetary practices,” 
Baker stated. 

“Despite all.of this hue and cry, not 
once have we. gotten a concrete 
suggestion (on the budget) from the 
other side. It is easy to criticize, but it is 
harder to put jt together,” he added. 

He agreed| Heubner's financial 
projections fave overstated ex 
penditures by 4bout $1 million per year, 
but $300,000 df the difference is the 
contingency fund, which has not been 
hidden. “‘It’s obvious as the nose on 
my face,” Baker said. 

He said some overstatement m 
have been designed to guarantee that 
the district continues to receive the 
maximum tax rate, which he recom- 
mended against, but added, n not 
saying there jis anything wrong with 
that.” He said there were too many 
uncertain items in the financial picture 
not to collect the maximum tax rate. 
Variables included the replacement for 
the corporate personal property tax, 
the state aid formula, federal aid and 
other income. 

“We have no crystal ball.”” 

Baker alsq said that Freeark’s 
contention that investments in one fund 
can be used tojoffset deficits in another 
fund is in error. “Mr. Heubner properly 
concluded we can’t repay tax warrants 
except with taxes,” Baker stated and 
contended there are court ‘rulings to 
support that - 

“Tulley (Heubner) is properly

evaluating the numerous questions 
proposed for inclusion in the 1980 
census and to testing the, various ways 
to word those selected 

In order to have. the questionnaires 
available for packaging and shipping, 
printing plants in Arizona, California 
and New Jersey had to’ begin working 
around the clock in the spring of 1979 to 
produce the necessary 164 million 
questionnarires, at a cost of five cents 
apiece. The six-month printing job 
required 5,000 tons of paper and 85 tons 
of ink 

Staffing is another challenge. During 
just a few months in 1980, the Bureau of 
the Census has had to recruit about 
270,000 temporary employees, train and 
equip them, and supervise their efforts 
to collect accurate data. 

Thousands of census ‘employees 
needed office space. The Census 
Bureau opened 409 strategically located 
distict offices with a total of nearly four 
million square feet of office space, 
roughly that of the Empire State 
Building. To economize, the bureau 
used vacated school buildings or 
military facilities whenever possible 


Offices, in turn, need furniShings, but 
leasing furniture or trucking it in on 
loan from other government agencies is 
increasingly expensive. The bureau 
again resorted to cardboard furniture, 
including 65,000 fire-resistant card- 
board desks, a moneysaving measure 
used widely during the prior census 

‘The local district office is at 218A W 
Main St., Belleville (telephone 277- 
0180). Ron Randolph is in charge there. 

For the 1980 count — the theme is 
“We're counting on you nswer the 
census the bureau ordered 228,000 
dozen lead pencils — the equivalent of a 
pencil 345 miles long. 

The inventiveness of the Census 
Bureau in coping with logistical 
problems has long. been evident in the 
realm of data-processing. In 1948, for 
instance, the bureau contracted for the 
first commercial computer in the 
world. 

For,1980, the bureau has designed and 
constructed automatic microfilming 
cameras that will photograph the an 
swered questionnaries as they whiz 
past on a vacuum conveyor belt at the 
speed of 7.5 feet per second. That 
operation will require 5,000 miles of 
microfilm 


The bureau's engineers have also 
built optical scanners that will * ad’* 
the answers on microfilm and transmit 
them at the. speed of light — by 
telecommunications to the bureau's 
computers 

The tem has been designed to 
assure that no names, addresses, or 
telephone numbers ever enter any 
computer. 

Big strides in tabulating data have 
been made by the’ bureau over the 
years. A former ‘census employee 
developed the first electrical tabulator 
for the 1890 census, capable of handling 
200 items of information in a minute, 
and it seemed a marvelous machine. 

For the 1980 census, the Bureau will 

a computer capable of processing 

5 million characte in the same 
amount of time. 

Publishing all the census data 
another massive undertaking, ma 
easier and more economical by de 
such as a phototypesetter, which ac- 
tually composes a full page of 
tabulations straight from the computer 
in just 15 seconds at a cost of $1.50 per 
page. 

Census logistics have always  in- 
volved big numbers, but the number the 
bureau is proudest of is small — in fact, 
it’s zero. Despite the scope of the 
census, not once in the history of the 
modern confidentiality laws, enacted in 
1929, has the Bureau been seriously 
accused of releasing census in- 
formation about a specific individual to 
any person or other government 
agency. 

The bureau has used modern data- 
processing methods to safeguard, 
rather than threaten, the personal 
privacy of census information. 

How will the 1980 census be taken in 
this area? 

The Bureau of the Census has 
designated two basic methods for 
enumerating the population living in 
households. A number of other methods 
will be used to count people who do not 
live in traditional household settings. 

One of the two basic methods for 
enumerating households will be used 
here —* the “Mail-out, mail-back” 
method. 

The “conventional” method will be 
used in western (non-costal) states 

MAIL-OUT, MAIL-BACK AREAS — 
Questionnaires addressed to these 
households will be in the mail on March 
28. A responsible person should answer 
all the questions and mail back the 
form on April 1, in an enclosed, postage- 
free envelope. 

For a sample of households, chosen 
randomly, the census form will contain 
additional questions 

Households that do not return a 
completed form will be contacted by 
census takers, by phone or in person, to 
obtain the necessary information. More 
than 90 percent of the nation’s 
households will be asked to cooperate 
with this method. 

CONVENTIONAL AREAS — Out 
west, many households will receive 
their unaddressed questionnaires in the 
mail on March 28. All questionnaires 
there should be completed and held 
until picked up by a census taker during 
the next three weeks. At a sample of 
households, census takers will ask 


additional census questions. The - 


conventional method will cover about 

10 percent of the nation’s households, 

mainly in sparsely settled areas.

COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES — 


Students living on or near campus away 
from home are enumerated there. 
Students attending college and living at 
home are counted with the family 
household 

Before Arpil 1, census enumerators 
/ill obtain lists of rooms and-or persons 
living in campus housing and will 
distribute census materials to college 
administrators, which are to be 
distributed in early April 

Students will complete individual 
census forms, which will be picked up a 
few days later by ‘an enumerator 
Sorority, fraternity, and rooming

INSTITUTIONS (HOSPITALS 
PRISONS, ETC.) — In hospitals and 
prisons (excluding short-stay in 
stitutions), orphanages, and nursing 
homés, census takers will distribute 
individual census forms to each 
resident in early April, and will collect 
the completed forms a few days later. 
Persons unable to complete the form 
will be interviewed by an enumerator 
Staff personnel living on institutional 
grounds will also be covered. 

HOTELS, MOTELS AND CAM 
PGROUNDS On the morning of 
‘Tuesday, April 1, persons slaying at 
hotels, motels, campgrounds, tourist 
homes and similar temporary 
residences will find packets containing 
individual census forms and in 
structions- attached to their doors, 
vehicles or tents. The packets will have

petition filing deadline was last 
weekend. 

Should the board secretary uphold 
the eight Novich objections, Dymas 
would still have I] more signatures 
than required. 

Novich said yesterday he feels the 
additional petition is not valid, but a 
school administrator said the legal 
opinion from the school attorney was 
that valid signatures are acceptable 
as long as they were on file by the 
deadline. 

Dymas said, “When I checked the 
55 names on my petition I knew 
some of the peopie lived in Madison 
but noticed some were not in the 
school district. That is why I got 
another petition with 14 more 
signatures, just to be safe.”’ 

Novich is objecting to five 
signatures from the 1300 block of 
Washington Avenue, apparently not 
located within the school district.

Granite City Steel. The company of- 
fered the funds! to the city last year to 
eliminate a city| proposal that it initiate 
a utility tax to provide needed funding 
for the overpass project. 

The second erdinance calls for the 
sale of+$800,000 in general obligation 
bonds, plus a $90,000 discount which will 
be used for early interest payments. 
Those bonds will be retired with motor 
fuel tax funds received by the city from 
the state. 

Both bond issues are amortized over 
20 years. 

Before the bond sale measures were 
offered for a vote, the mayor said the 
two offers to buy the bonds were 
received from the Clayton Brown firm 
and from Mercantile Bank of St. Louis. 

The Clayton Brown proposal 
provided for purchase of the $2,590,000 
in bonds at an interest rate of 9.8 per- 
cent, On this Hasis, interest payments 
over the 20-year period would amount 
to $3,604,844 

The Mercantile Bank. proposal called 
for an interest) rate of 10.7 percent to 
provide total interest payments of 
$3,650,655, the mayor said. 

Mayor Schuler said both proposals 
were reviewed by Chapman & Cutler, 
resulting in the recommendation that 
the Clayton Brown proposal be _ac- 
cepted. 

Council members approved 
unanimously a motion by Alderman 
Sam Whitmer that the city accept that 
offer. 

Callis said that the bond ordinances 
will be certified to the office of County 
Clerk Evelyn Bowles since the county 
clerk's office extends the taxes for bond 
retirements, 

However, the city will nullify the 
annual extension by notifying the 
clerk’s office that funds are on hand for 
payment of principal and_ interest, 
Callis said. 

The funds will be guaranteed in an 
agreement between the city and 
Granite City Steel for annual payments 
by’ the steel firm,’ and by city 
documents providing for payment of 


the lesser bond issue with motor fuel 
tax funds. “ 

The steel firm agreement is to be 
offered for council approval in next 
week’s council session, Callis said. 

In approving the ordinance 
authorizing the sale of $1.7 million in 
bonds, all 12 aldermen present at 
Tuesday night’s meeting voted in favor 
of the bill. Absent were Alderman Paul 
Fisk of the Third Ward and Warren 
Decatur of the Fourth Ward 

The second ordinance providing for 
the sale of $890,000 in bonds was ap- 
proved by an 11 to 1 vote, with the 
negative vote cast by Alderman 
Charles Douglas of the First Ward. 
Douglas said he objected to the use of 
‘motor fuel tax funds for the overpass 
project, noting that “This could have 
been worked out earlier.” 

Voting in favor of the second or- | 
dinance were Aldermen Whitmer, Roy 
Poulos, Glen Sprankle, Everett Morlen, 
Fred ‘Pat’ Schuman Jr., Mac, War- 
field, Michael Modrusic, Paul R 
Bowler, Earl Baker, Margaret Nonn 
and Lloyd Bailey. 

At one point during the council 
proceedings, Alderman Bailey asked 
Callis to explain what attorney fees 
were involved in preparation and 
handling of the bond documents. 

Callis replied: that the documents 
were handled as the work of the city 
attorney's office. 

“Phere are no fees whatever involved 
in this except for Chapman & Cutler. 
That amounts to $5,000,’ .Callis said. 

Prior to the city’s action on the two 
bond ordinances, the aldermen voted 
unanimously to repeal an ordinance 
adopted in 1974 providing for non- 
referendum bonds and establishing a 7 
percent maximum on interest payable 
for such bonds. 

Callis said that as a home rule entity,

Higher costs worry college 


“All you ever wanted to 
know about Belleville Area 
College finances and didn't 
know enough about them to 
vask.” 

That describes the crash 
course in BAC fiscal worries 
given to the central part of 
its 33-member “blue ribon” 
“citizens advisory committee. 

‘The northern and southern 
»members of the committee 
will hold introductory 
“meetings later; the multi- 
imeeting plan is being used to 
minimize travel in the 
sprawling district: 

The detailed presentation 
by Board President Robert 
Dintelmann of Belleville got 
to page 27 before deta 

the reason the committee 
was set up. Based on 
projections of anticipated 
revenue and expenses, the 
district is looking at a sub- 
stantial deficit by 1983-84. 

BAC President William 
‘Keel said the school has 
snever closed a fiscal year in 
‘the red, although it came 
close sometimes 

' Dintelmann said that in the 
past two years the expenses 
had somewhat exceeded 
revenue but carry-overs 
from the previous years left 
the district with a balance. 

The present fiscal year 
began with a $72,158 balance. 
The fund ‘‘balance” at the 
énd of the year is estimated 
at a $50,000 deficit. 

‘The deficits at the ends of 
subsequent years are 
forecast as $194,713 at the 
nd of 1980-81, $568,626 at the 
end of 1981-82, $1,214,367 at 
the end of 1982-83 and 
$2,179,103 at the end of 1983- 
84. 


The difference between 
estimated revenue and 
estimated expenses in fiscal 


1983-84 is $964,736." However, 
the deficit in the fund 
balance would be far more 
than that, because each 
year’s deficit adds on to the 
previous year’s, it was 
asserted. 

The board is looking for 
ways to cope with the bleak 
future. It is looking for ad- 
vice — and probably moral 
support — from the com- 
mittee for tough and possibly 
unpopular steps to stem the 
red ink tide it sees rolling in. 

Summarized, it sees two 
routes to go: 

1. Eliminating programs, 
which it sees as having the 
drawback ‘that it would be 
counter-productive, costing 
revenues from tuition, state 
apportionment, equalization, 
and other state sources. And 
“it would be a change in the 
basic nature of the college 
There are no unnecessary 
programs.” 

“2. Cut expenses by in- 
creasing efficiency. Eighty 
percent of all BAC ex- 
penditures are in the area of 
salaries and __ benefits. 
Savings can be made by 
rearranging class sizes and 
teacher loads in order to 
reduce payroll, it was said 

The district has retained 
Ernst & Whinney to make 
recommendations for ef- 
ficiencies in the ad- 
ministrative organization. 

But statistics in the report 
show that the 31 pedple in 
administration already cost 
least in the state, $2.30 per 
credit hour compared to a 
$3.85 state average, and 
academic administration 
and planning is 26th of 39 in 
the state, $2.92 compared to 
$3.12 per credit hour.

Suits tell of falls 


during construction 


Four lawsuits have been 
filed by Attorney William 
Schooley in Madison County 
Circuit’ Court against the 
Granite City Steel Division of 

*National Steel Corp. and the 
veontractors for —im- 
provements being done at 
the company's blast fur- 
naces and coke ove 

Schooley said he filed the 
suits on behalf of four men 
who were injured during 
construction projects in 
January and February of 
this year. 

One suit on behalf of 
Gordon Burklow — seeks 
$100,000 each from Granite 
City’ Steel, Andco, Inc., a 
contractor for the work, and 
Raymond Isom, a con- 
struction supervisor for 
Granite City Steel. 

Burklow alleges he was 
injured Jan. 7 when he was 
an ironworker installing a 
hoisting devise near an iron 
ore hopper to the blast 
furnace. He alleges he was 
climbing a step when a blast 
of steam struck his face. 
When he stepped’ down 
rapidly, he slipped on iron 
ore pellets on the step and 
fell partially into the hopper: 

A suit on behalf of Michael 
W. Boyd seeks $750,000 each 
from the steel \company, 
Andco, M.H, Wolfe & Co., 
Serstel, Inc., and Tom 
Byrnes, a construction 
supervisor. 

Boyd alleges he was an 
ironworker at the coke ovens 
Jan, 14 and was on a scaf- 
folding on top of a coke 
pushing car when a board 
tilted and he fell to the 
concrete floor. 

A third suit seeking 
$500,000 each from the steel 
firm, Andco and Isom was 
filed for James Carey 
Carpenter, an ironworker.

Following are the com- 
ments made to the Gra 
City Board of Education 
Tuesday night by B. J. Davis, 
superintendent of schools, 
during a public hearing on 
the proposed honorable 
dismiss] of 15 teachers. 

“My unhappy task this 
evening is to recommend to 
the Board of Education the 
honorable dismissal of 
certain teaching staff. My 
recommendations are based 
on enrollment projections for 
the 1980-81 school year. 

“Under new state 
legislation, a hearing’ must 
be held if the basis for the 
dismissal is due to economic 
reasons. It might be noted 
that it does not specify that 
the economic reason must be 
of a negative nature. 

“The recommendtions I 
will make are not based in 
their entirety upon economic 
reasons. There are other 
reasons underlying my 
recommendations 

“However, because the 
new law appears to leave a 
great deal of latitude in 
interpretation, and raises 
more questions than it an- 
swers, the administration 
believed it was in the best 
interest of the district to

Election night 

It’s a time when most public officials 
and would-be officials agonize over 

arly returns and try to interpret their 
meaning 

It’s an evening when voters strain to 
learn of fragmentary tallies in order to 
find out whether their favorites won or 
lost 

It’s a period in which news men and 
women work most of the night filling in 
voting charts, and sometimes most of 
the following night completing their 
news articles and analyses. 

Veteran Press-Record staff members 
recall the years when television had not 
yet placed a set in every house, when 
mammoth voting booths were hauled to 

h polling place, when newspaper 
offices were “where the action was” on 
election night 

here was no requirement in the 

y days for poll judges to make 
record of individual candidates’ vote 
n their precinct, other than those 

sealed into their ballot bags 

Reporters had to hurry from poll to 
poll in their assigned neighborhood or 
city, hoping to catch the judges as they 
were preparing to leave, but not before 
then, since the counting of ballots was 
done behind locked doors. 

It was quite a trick to estimate the 
varying times and copy dowr-all results 
at a! particular voting place without 
losing out on one or two other polls 
nearby—simultaneously rushing the 
precinct totals back to the Press- 
Record office so that massive charts 


could be filled in. 

‘The public was intensely interested 
and filled the newspaper building at 
1815 Delmar Ave. to overflowing. It was 
noi: hectic, and a lot of fun for all 
concerned 

Nowadays, computers have begun to 
play a big part not only in recording but 
interpreting the voting There are 
simplified voting tables in each 
precinct. And sophisticated techniques 
are used in questioning voters as they 
leave the polling places 

For example, it was quickly, deter- 
mined after the polls closed last 
Tuesday night that—of Illinois 
Democrats crossing over to vote 
Republican—40 percent did so to 
support Ronald Reagan for president 
and 46 percent to back John Anderson. 

While Anderson had a slight edge in 
this regard, national commentators 
noted that many Democrats and in- 
dependents were willing to vote for 
conservative-leaning Reagan, despite 
the “conventional wisdom"’ that he 
would appeal only to 4 narrow “far 
right’ political base. 

They also determined that while most 
voters were sick and tired of President 
Jimmy Carter’s economic policies, 
rival Edward Kennedy isn’t going to 
benefit from this, Their conclusion: a 
Carter-Reagan | ballot battle in 
November. 

(It was ‘back to the drawing boards" 
for the political “experts” yesterday, in 
the wake of Kennedy's wins in New 
York and Connecticut.) 


A big change in the election night 
procedures stems from an Illinois 
statute that finally made it rhandatory 
for election officials to mark a separate 
list with their precinct’s totals—a list 
that doesn’t go into the official records 
to await the formal canvass of returns. 

Even with this requirement, judges 
at two of the 222 Madison County 
precincts failed to provide the needed 
data last Tuesday night, thwarting 
efforts to add the precincts and arrive 
at unofficial ‘‘complete’’ county 
returns. Granite City Precinct 23 was 
located the next day, but Alton Eight 
remained unknown, adding uncertainty 
to the close, three-way race for the 
Democratic state's attorney 
nomination. 

Now that the law requires poll judges 
to take their returns directly to the 
county clerk, the principal election 
night center is in the Madison County: 
Courthouse (not counting the many 
informal vote-watching centers set up 
by various candidates and groups). 

Newspapers and radio stations 
cooperate in the tallying of blocks of 
votes, formerly 10 precincts at a time 
and now 40 at a time, enabling trends to 
be learned and ultimately the coun- 
tywide totals. 

Individual newspapers 
simultaneously pencil in their’ home 
area precincts to establish township 
vote totals 

It's an enjoyable activity—but one we 
wouldn’t want to participate in every 
week of the year. '

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Analysis—U.S. still not taking 
meaningful steps on inflation 


Wall Street Journal — 
Predictably enough, we 
suppose, inflation reaching a 
“crisis stage’’ has become 
the latest excuse for raising 
taxes. 

To be sure, President 
Carter proposes, all the 
while talking of ‘‘pain,” to 
trim the fingernails of the 
federal budget. 

But consider the context of 
this budget-cutting rhetoric: 
Mr. Carter wants to cut a 
budget he billed as ‘‘prudent 
and responsible’ when he 
arnounced it less than seven 
weeks ago. 

he change is necessary, 
h¢€ explained, because of 
“vapid changes in world 
events and economic 
pripspects."’ Translation: 
The voters looked again at 
CHappaquiddick. 

‘the details of the cuts, 
while already discussed with 
congressional leaders, will 
be-made public “by the end 
of{the month,” which is to 
say, after the Illinois and 
New York primaries. 

In any event, the proposed 
cuts come to $13 billion, little 
m@re than a third of the 
overrun in the current year's 


budget. 

he administration 
rejected the one big-ticket 
itém it. considered, a 
reealculation of the con- 
‘summer price index that would 
slow the growth rate of 
government transfer 
payments. 

The budget director ex- 

plained that the change 
could not be legislated in 
time for the Social Security 
benefit increase for July; so 
forget it, though most of the 
other proposals affect the 
fiscal year starting in 
‘September. 
+ Th fact, only $2 billion will 
bercut from the current 
year’s budget, which covers 
the time period in which the 
Volcker attack on money 
creation and inflation will 
succeed or fail. 

‘The $13 billion will be cut 
in the neXt fiscal year, which 
is to say, after the November 
election. 

Yes, we're told, the first 
three Carter anti-inflation 
programs faded away, but 
this time he’s really serious. 

The new tariff on oil, 
meanwhile, was effective at 
midnight last Friday. The 
administration that has been 
telling us for three years that 
inflation is caused by high oil 
prices now proposes to fight 
inflation by raising oil 
prices. a, 

One hopes, without much 
confidence, that at least we 
won’t have to listen again to 
the oil-price theory of in- 
flation. The $10 billion in 
revenues from this tax will 
be ‘held in reserve’ for 
unforeseen _ contingencies, 
such as the administration 
changing its mind about the 
spending cuts after the 
_ election. 

In addition to the oil tariff, 
the administration proposes 
to raise perhaps $3 billion in 
revenues through the 
nuisance of withholding 
taxes on interest and 
dividends. 

Also, the new reserve 
requirements on credit 
cards, money market funds 
and so on are a tax on 
financial institutions. Like 
the other taxes, these will be 
passed along to customers. 

Like the other taxes, they 
will raise costs, diminish 
standards of living and add 
to the political constituency 
for more inflation. 

All of which leaves the real 
battle against inflation back 
where it was a week ago: 
with the Federal Reserve 
and Chairman Volcker. 

The efforts to restrain 
money creation seem to have 
met with some success these 
past few weeks, at least so to 
judge by the strength of the 
dollar in. the foreign ex- 
change markets and the fall 
in the price of gold. 

But because this credit 
restraint has been ac- 
companied by the additional 
credit demands of large 
federal deficit, the price in 
high interest rates has been 
considerable. 

‘The soaring interest rates 
threaten to destroy some of 
our financial institutions, in 
particular the thrift in- 
stitutions and small banks. 


cent for small banks and 16 
percent for large ones. 

While we sympathize with 
the Fed’s plight, both the 
Split discount rate and new 
reserve requirements are 
gimmicks, at best tem- 
porarily useful. 

What the Fed needs is a 
supportive fiscal policy to 
ease government demand in 
the credit markets. The 
crisis is now, and the relief is 
promised, if you choose to 
believe, after September. 

Now, we hope Mr. Volcker 
can stay the course, and if he 
succeeds in moderating the 


‘inflation rate as the year 


progresses, no doubt Mr. 
Carter will rush to claim 
credit for his new program. 

But even if monetary 
policy single-handedly does 
start to curb inflation, fiscal 
policy will be draining 
resources from the private 
sector an imposing new 
disincentives on production 
and investment. 

If the price is not paid in 
inflation, it will be paid in 
slower growth in the years 
ahead 

$o laying aside the. tran- 
sparent political expediency, 
the most distressing part of 
the, Carter program is the 
knee-jerk tax impluse. 

The taxes in Mr. Carter's 
new budget come atop $40 
billion in ctax increases 
already built into his old 
budget. 

Our economy’s biggest 
problem is high and in- 
creasing rates of taxation to 
support runaway govern- 
ment expenditures. 

Yet for each symptom, the 
prescription is the same: An 
energy problem, increase 
taxes. A Social Security 
problem, increase taxes. An 
inflation problem, increase 
taxes. Falling hair, short- 
ness’ of breath, internal 
bleeding? Have another 
arsenic. 

+++ 

We were wrong to suggest 
yesterday that the Carter 
administration would take 
back its budget cuts after the 
November election. It has 
taken them back already. 

We pride ourselves in a 
healthy measure of skep- 
ticism, but we were taken in 
by the administration’s 
propaganda barrage about 
cuts of $2 billion this fiscal 
year and $13 billion in the 
year starting Oct. 1. 

We failed to notice that in 
releasing its new spending 
totals the White House also 
made ‘‘revisions’’ to the 
spending estimates it offered 
back in January 

‘The March figures are the 
January figures, plus 
revisions, minus ‘cuts.’ 

The sharp pencils were out 
along Wall Street yesterday, 
and Morgan Stanley’s H 
Erich Heinemann 
discovered that once you 
offset the revisions and the 
cuts and aggregate the two 
fiscal years, the effect on 
expenditures of the new 
crisis budget is: precisely 
zero. 

In one of its tables, the 
White House is perfectly 
honest about this. 

While we were naiye in not 
spotting Mr. Carter’s budget 
cuts as an even bigger fraud 
than we suspected, we were 
right in identifying his 
program as a tax increase. 
Even here, however, we 
underestimated. 

In the seven weeks bet- 
ween the two budgets, the 
government's tax take went 
up $32.5 billion over the two 
years. 

The increase in tax 
revenues from one fiscal 


year to the next soared to $92 
billion from the $76 billion 
already predicted in 
January. 

With the large tax boosts 
already proposed in 
January, Mr. Heinemann 
calculates that you have the 
biggest peacetime tax boost 
in history; taxes will rise 
from 20.5 percent of GNP in 
calendar 1980 to 21.9 percent 
in calendar 1981. 

Thanks to these gigantic 
tax increases, you can say 
the budget is in balance, 
provided (1) you ignore the 
government's off-budget 
credit activities, see below, 
and (2) you can persuade 
yourself there won't be any 
more spending revisions like 
the ones in the last seven 
weeks 

s +++ 

The purpose of balancing 
the budget is to take some 
pressure off interest rates 
and money creation by 
getting the federal govern- 
ment out of the credit 
market 

But balancing the budget 
isn’t going to count for much 
when you consider that the 
bulk of federal. borrowing is 
not even included in the 
budget A 

In an important study of 
federal credit activity, the 
Congressional Budget Office 
reports that federal credit 
assistance in the form of 
direct loans and _ loan 
guarantees has been 
growing much more rapidly 
than federal spending. 

‘New direct loans by off 
budget entities such as the 
‘Federal Financing Bank 
grew 70 percent between 1976 
and 1979 — twice the rate of 
growth in federal spending 
— and ‘loan guarantees in- 
creased by 108 percent 

The size of this activity 
and its impact on the 
economy are enormous. In 
1981 the federal government 
will be making new credit 
commitments of $162 billion 

If you add to that $97 
billion in lending by 
government sponsored 
enterprises with direct 
access to private credit 
markets, like Fannie Mae 
(FNMA), Sally = Ma 
(SLMA), Freddy Ma 
(FHLMC) and the Farm 
Credit Administration, you 
have a 1981 economy bu 
dened with a total of $2 
billion in federal credit 
activity 

These are gross figures. 
Net of loan repayments in 
the various programs, 
federal loans and guarantees 
will be adding $46.9 billion to 
credit demand in 1981, and 
goverment sponsored en- 
terprises will add $13.8 
billion 

What do these figures 
mean? For one thing they 
mean that the expenditures 
budget greatly understates

Hanifan. ‘‘The news 
media has been given a 
lot of information to write 
about concerning the 
subject,” he said. “Of 
course, they have to sell 
papers. But from now on, 
everything will be an 
internal affair. And it’s 
harmony. 

“A lot of people in St. 
Louis don’t think much of 
Hart as a quarterback, 
said Hanifan. “But it’s 
always been that way. 
Half love him and half 
don’t think he’s any good. 

“But I'll tell you this: 
‘the biggest gripe about 
Hart is that he can’t run. 
“But I've seen the quar- 
terbacks who run and you 
know something? They 
can’t throw the ball 

“I'd rather have a 
quarterback who can 
throw and let somebody 
else do the running.” 

One of the other con- 
troversies last season 
arose when -then-coach 
Wilkinson allowed Hart to 


call his own plays in the 
huddle. Prior to that, the 
coaches on the sidelines 
had called the plays — at 
least for the past several 
seasons 
“T've always been a 
proponent of the* coach 
calling the plays,” said 
Hannifan. “‘If the staff is 
calling the plays, it stays 
involved in every minute 
of the game. But if not, 
coaches start to drift off 
and sometimes aren't 
ready’ to make split- 
second decisions when 
needed. 
anifan, who was one

“Pd call in everybody 
connected with ‘the 


organization to a big 
room. Then I'd point over 
to the scouts and I'd tell 
them to scout. I'd point to 
the coaches and I'd tell 
them to coach, I'd tell the 
players to play. I'd tell 
the equipment mangers 
to take care of the 
equipment. I'd tell the 
secretaries to do the 
secretarial work. 

“Then I'd tell them 
‘any crap that we get, you 
take it, not me. After all, 
does the president of 
Granite City Steel have to 
take all that p? No, 
somebody down the 
ladder takes it. It's 
surprising to me that the 
guy with all the dough 
gets all the flak 

Hanifan offeréd an 
explanation for many of 
the troubles. “‘There are 
of course many reasons 
this occured,’ he 
said. ‘One of them is that 
ina situation like this, the 
news media takes sides. 
They get a_ certain 
viewpoint of the troubles 
from one source and they 
start to lean toward that 
one side.” 

Hanifan closed his 
remarks with a com- 
mitment. “I promise only 
one thing that we'll 
work hard to be a winner. 
we're all humnd and will 
make mistakes 

“But the harder you 
work, the more mistkes 
you'll, make.”
